DNR Firewood Permits 
Available April 1st 


The DNR will be offering state lands again this year for 
firewood cutting. Noncommercial firewood permits will be 
available April 1 through December 31. Hardwood permits 
cost $10 and expires after 90 days. Free permits, also 90 day 
expiration, are available for those who would like jack pine 
only. 

Firewood may be cut only from down trees and tops,. or 
from standing trees that are completely dead (no leaves - 
bark falling off). Cutting on open timber sale contract areas 
is not allowed. Contact the Grayling DNR office to see if re- 
cently cut over areas are open for firewood cutting. 

Each household may purchase one hardwood permit and 
one jack pine permit. The wood may be used by the permit 
holder only and may not be sold commercially. As a result, 
permits will not be issued to any persons involved in any 
commercial fuelwood business (cutting or selling fuelwood 
for profit).

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City Lowers Non-Resident Prices For Cemetery Lots

There will be no difference in the price of 
resident and non-resident Grayling ceme- 
tery burial sites as a result of action taken 
last week at the Grayling City Council meet- 
ing. 

The price for non-residents was reduced 
from $475 to that of residents cost of $225. It 
was changed because local people were pur- 
chasing at the lower rate and then selling to 
non-residents, according to Mayor Bob Gol- 
nick. Hé pointed out that there were only 
five lots sold to non-residents last year. 


Also changed in the cemetery rules was 
the policy on transferring unused graves. 
The policy states that a grave “‘can be trans- 
ferred to other persons only by surrender of 


the original deeds to the City Clerk and pay- © 


ment of $50”. In addition the City of Gray- 
ling will purchase unused grave spaces for 
$100 per grave upon surrender of the orig- 


inal deed regardless of the price originally 


paid. 


The subject of foundations for headstones 
was also addressed in the policy, It was 
stated that private contractors could no 
longer install them. Officials stated that the 
city is probably charging considerably less 
to do the job than contractors are. 


Cost per grave for babies was cut from $80 
for a 2.5 foot vault maximum to $40. A 2.5 to 
4 foot vault was reduced from $160 per grave 
to $80.

Big Turnout 
Expected For 
Democrats 


The Crawford County Democratic Caucus 
will be held this Saturday, March 26, at the 
Crawford County Courthouse lobby, from 
10:00 a.m. to 4:00 p.m. The purpose of the 
caucus is to provide Crawford County 
Democrats with an opportunity to partici- 
pate in the selection of a Democratic nom- 
inee for President of the United States. 

The state of Michigan has been divided in- 
to 574 caucus zones with a caucus site iden- 
tified for each zone. People can only parti- 
cipate at the sites for the zones in which they 
live. Voting at caucuses will determine the 
number of National Convention delegates 
from Michigan who are committed to sup- 
port each of the candidates for the Presiden- 
tial nomination. 


The focal caucus is open to all Crawford 
County voters who are Democrats. Partici- 
pants must provide identification which 
shows age and residence, such as a valid 
Michigan driver’s license, a State of Mich- 
igan I.D. card or a voter registration card. 


Participants also must provide staff with 
the following information: name, address, 
telephone number, a statement confirming 
that the person is a registered voter (or will 
be 18 years old and registered to vote before 
November 9, 1988), a statement confirming 
that the person is a Democrat and a signa- 
ture. 


People then receive a form which lists all 
qualified Democratic Presidential candi- 
dates and has space for write-in candidates 
or to vote as uncommitted. Participants 


complete the preference form and place it in 


a ballot box. 

Caucus chairperson is Elizabeth Wieland, 
who also serves as Secretary for the Craw- 
ford County Democratic Party. Other Coun- 
ty officers are: Chairperson, Clay Horton; 
Vice Chairperson, Sue Keene; and Trea- 
surer, Blanche Miller. 


Memberships to the State Democratic 
Party will be sold at the caucus site and 
staff members will provide assistance for 
people who are vision impaired or cannot 
read,

STREET IMPROVEMENT PROGRAM 


The City Council awarded the bid for the 
1988 street improvement program to Penin- 
sular Asphalt Company of Traverse City. 
The cost of the project will be $249,378. 

Paving the alley behind the stores on 
Michigan Avenue between Mac’s Drug 
Store and the Corner Book Store was elim- 
inated from the project this year. It was 


pointed out by City manager Jerry Morford 
that the city owns only a 16 foot right of way 
there. It ends at the railroad tracks, he said, 
and so the paving would not go around the 
corner and meet Michigan Avenue. Tele- 
phone poles and stairs also interfere with 
proper paving and the narrow width would 
mean that the edges would soon crumble. 
Morford said that the original plan called 
for sloping the pavement toward the center 
for drainage but that would not be the best 
method of handling it. When the drainage 


can be sloped to the outside and the right of 
way can be widened, the city will include it 
in a paving program, he said. 

The streets to be paved this summer in- 
clude Erie, Plum and Elm between Lake 
Street and Michigan Avenue, Also paved 
will be Ottawa and Ogemaw from Rose 
Street to Park Street. The parking lot at the 
City Park will be included in this summer’s 
program as will the parking lot in front of 
the new playground next to the ounty 
library. 


Computer System Eyed To Help 


Track Suspects In Northern Michigan

Police and sheriff departments in the 
northern part of the state may soon be able 
to use a computer to track down information 
on suspects from any of the surrounding 
counties. 

The Northern Michigan Association of 
Chiefs of Police (NMACP) met at the Holi- 
day Inn in Grayling last week and discussed 
a computer system presently being used 
through the Otsego County court system by 
adjacent counties of Antrim and Kalkaska. 
According to Grayling Police Chief Pete 
Stephan, who is president of NMACP, a per- 
sonal computer can be put to use in obtain- 


_ ing information about a suspect if there has 


been a record of his activity from any near- 
by county placed in the master computer in 
Gaylord. 


Stephan said that the main frame com- 
puter has been in operation through the cir- 
cuit and district courts at Gaylord for some 
time and now programs are being corm- 
pleted which will allow other counties to tap 
into the information bank. He noted that 
now if a suspect is thought to have a record 
in another county, it is necessary to call or 
visit there and ask officials to look up any in- 
formation available. 

At the NMACP meeting the law officials 
were assured that the computer would be 
available to them in a much similar fashion 
as the statewide Law Enforcement Infor- 
mation Network (LEIN) is. The major dif- 
ference, it was pointed out, is that instead of 
only having the information terminal avail- 
able at the sheriff department, it could (at 


only the cost of a personal computer) be 


available as wellin each police department. 

Stephan said that he has requested 4 com: 
puter in his budget to place in the Grayling 
office. He stated, ‘It will be a major boost to 
the efficiency of law enforcement in the 


_ north country.” 


On a related matter at the NMACP meet- 
ing, another type computer was promoted 
that would permit identification of suspects 
through their’fingerprints by sending a 
photo of them to a central office in Lansing. 
Presently, Stephan said, the fingerprints 
are only as usable as it can be applied to sus- 
pects that are local. 

Police officials were told at the meeting 
that a state budget push has been under- 
taken to place one of the computers in each 
Michigan State Police Forensics Labora- 
tories in the state. The major problem that 
was discussed at the meeting was the ulti- 
mate cost of each computer and what its 
capabilities might be. 


Stephan said that there is a computer 
available now that would cost about $380,000 
each. It has the capability of sending the 
fingerprint photo and receiving fingerprint 
copies of persons who are close matches. 
There must be a print verification expert on 
hand to check the alternates for the correct 
selection, he noted. 

Officials were told that there could be 


another type of computer available in about 
a year that would cost about $100,000 that 
could hopefully do the same job. The advan- | 
tage to the one of lesser cost would be that 
some larger police departments could af- 
ford their own terminal. The problem is that 
the computer has not been tested and it is 
unknown whether it could transmit ac- 


_ curately over the distance to and from Lan- 


sing. 

Under the plan to use the more expensive 
computer only at the Forensics Labs, 
Stephan said, the police would transport the 
fingerprint to the lab where it could be sent 
and answers received. He pointed out that 
Grayling would benefit most from the com- 
puter in the Northern Lower Peninsula be- 
cause of the proximity of the Forensics Lab. 

Meanwhile, apparently the decision on 
whether to spend money now for the more 
expensive computer or to wait a year to see - 
whether the less costly one can do the job, | 
lies in the hands of the state Department of 
Management and Budget. For Grayling, the © 
question is only one of how soon can a work- ° 
able computer be installed, Stephan said.

In its Opinion and Order in Case No. U-7479 dated 
September 20, 1983, the Michigan Public Service Com- 
mission (Commission) authorized Michigan Consoli- 
dated Gas Company (MichCon) to incorporate into its 
tariff sheets a Gas Cost Recovery (GCR) Clause, pur- 
suant to 1982 PA 304 (Act 304). Monthly GCR fac- 
tors for. 1987 were implemented by MichCon pursuant 
to a filing made in Case No. U-8565 to reflect gas 
supply costs anticipated by MichCon. Act 304 pro- 
vides that the Commission commence a GCR recon- 
ciliation proceeding to allow MichCon to reconcile the 
GCR revenues recorded with the amounts actually 
expensed and included in the cost of gas sold. 

On February 26, 1988, MichCon filed its prepared 
testimony and proposed exhibits with the Commission 
for a GCR reconciliation proceeding for the 12-month 
period ended December 31, 1987. Based upon its filing, 
MichCon proposes to refund approximately $5.3 million 
plus accrued interest after December 31, 1987. Based 
on its calculations, MichCon has determined that gas 
supply costs exceeded gas supply revenues, resulting 
in an underrecovery of $3,044,456. MichCon also filed 
testimony and exhibits supporting $8.3 million accu- 
mulated in its refund liability accounts asa result of 
pipeline supplier refunds, its 90/10 refund operation, 
and miscellaneous refunds.

The Gospel of John 
Part 27- Jesus Christ 
controls Life & Death 

While the ultimate claim 
of any religion is the pro- 
vision of eternal life, only 
Jesus Christ proved that He 
possessed such life by His 
death, buriat, and resurrec- 
tion, 

Jesus Christ offers 
spiritual life now through a 
spiritual resurrection for 
those who are dead in tres- 
passes and sins. They are 
quickened or made alive by 
hearing His Word or voice. 
“Verily, Verily, I say unto 
you, The hour is coming, and 
now is, when the dead shall 
hear the voice of the Son of 
God: and they that hear 
shail live.” (Jolin 5:25). We 
can partake of the very life 
of God now. (John 5:26). 

Those who refuse to hear 
the Word of God and repent 
of their sins face eternal 
judgment and death. “And 
hath given him authority to 
exccute judgment also, be- 
cause he is the Son of man.” 
(John §:27). 

Jesus Christ is not only the 
God of eternal life for all who 
accept Him, He is the one 
who will resurrect every 
human being to face either 
eternal life or eternal death. 
Every dead person will hear 
His voice. ‘‘Marvel not at 
this: for the hour is coming, 
in — which all that are in 
the graves shall hear his 
vaice, And shall come 
forth...’ (John 5:28, 29a). 

While all will be resurrect- 
ed, it will not be a happy oc- 
casion for all. '*...And that 
are in the graves shall hear 
his voiee, And shall come 
forth; they that have done 
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of life; and they that have 
done evil, unto the resur- 
rection of damnation.” 
(John 5:28b-29). The resur- 
rection of life is the resurrec- 
tion of the saints. The resur- 
rection of damnation is the 
resurrection of the wicked or 
unsaved. These two resur- 
rections are separated by at 
least 1,000 years, and are 
described in Revelation 20. 
The first resurrection of life 


is a holy and blessed time, 


and those resurrected will 
never die again. (Rev. 20: 5, 
6). The second resurrection 
of damnation will be of all 
unsaved people to face the 
Great White Throne 
judgment to determine their 
degree of punishment during 
the second death in the lake 
of fire forever. (Rev. 20:11- 


1D). 


There will be no future ap- 
peal to this final judgment 
by Jesus Christ. ‘tI can of 
mine own self do nothing: as 
Ihear, I judge: and my judg- 
ment is just; because J seek 
not mine own will, but the 
will of the Father which sent 
me.” (John 65:30). The 
Father and Son have offered 
you eternal salvation now, in 
this life. If you reject it, you 
face eternity condemned.

Scripture Reference: 
Mark 14:1-18; 47 

The Gospels.da not 
primarily seek to give us bi- 
ographies of Jesus and hfs- 
tories of events as we 
possess them in modern his- 
tory books. They intend to be 
witnesses. They give witness 
of faith in Jesus Christ, Son 
of God, Who died and rose, 
the Saviour. 

The Gospel writers do not 
attach importance to the 
actual sequence of the 
events told by them. We 
must keep this in mind when 
we compare the various ac- 
counts of the Passion with 
one another. 

From the start, Mark’s ac- 
count stresses, by some 
facts, the free obedience of 
Jesus as He commits Him- 
self Lo the Passion, 

Jesus knows where He is 
going. He seems to indicate 
this when He allows a 
woman to break an 
alabaster vase and pour the 
perfume on His head. By 
perfuming His body she is 
anticipating its preparation 
for burial. Jesus knows that 
He is at the eve of His Death. 

His obedience to the 
Father is a sign that He has 
overcome His humanity. 
Jesus passes through the 
agony of Gethsemani. At the 
end of this agony, He utters a 
brief and decisive word: 
‘The hour is upon us.’ In 
other words, everything is 
decided. My consent has 
been given. 

He stresses the fact that 
He is letting Himself be ar- 
rested because He wants to 
follow God’s plan as an- 
nounced in the Scriptures. 
The rest of the account gives 
us other examples of what 
Mark emphasizes and to 
which he gives testimony, 
namely, the free, deliberate 
obedience of the Son of God. 

Mark’s account also draws 
attention to the solitude of 
Jesus. He is isolated from 
the people. A few days be- 
fore, the people had praised

Him. The high priests and 
the scribes consider the 
. proper moment for them to 
act and the time needed to be 
able to manipulate the 
crowd. The crowd, easily 
manipulated by masters of 
public opinion, abandon 
Jesus. 

He is alone in His agony. 
Jesus knows more than any- 
one else that the disciples 
are incapable of giving Him 
any help, but their presence 
alone would have comforted 
them. Yet they are sleeping. 

He is alone in His commit- 
ment. At the moment when 
He commits Himself, de- 
livering Himself to the 
soldiers, the disciples could 
have kept the word of Peter: 
Even if I have to die with 
You, t wil} not disown You. 
Yel Mark tells us: 
serted Him and fled. 

He is alone during His 
trial. No one dares to testify 
in His favor. Jesus has 
chosen to experience the 
most painful suffering of 
friendship - when a friend 
through fear or disinterest, 
refuses to come to the aid of 
a friend in need. 

Jesus is alone on the cross. 
Even the thieves insult Him, 
though one of the two is later 
converted. And Jesus cries: 
‘My god, My God, why have 
you forsaken Me?”’ 

The freely chosen 
obedience of the Son, the sol- 
itude of that obedience, are 
perhaps the way by which 
He unites Himself with the 
drama of our own lives.

Badgers eat whatever they 
can catch, with small ro- 
dents being the mainstay of 
their diet. Having lost the 
speed and agility of other | 
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In my office bookcase 
there are several original 
wooden rafting pins that 
came out of the Saginaw 
River near Bay City.

GEAR RESTRICTIONS FOR 
STREAM FISHING DURING 
SALMON AND STEELHEAD RUNS 


Under the authority of Section 1 of Act 236, P.A. 1925, 
as amended, being Section 300.1 of the Michigan Com- 
piled Laws, the Natural Resources Commission, at its 
August 10, 1984, meeting, approved the following gear 
restriction for a period of five years beginning April 1, 
1985, through March 31, 1990. This order supersedes 
subject order of July 11, 1980, CFI-103.80. 


Double or trebel pointed hooks exceeding 3/8 inch 
between point and shank and single pointed 
hooks exceeding 1/2 inch between point and 
shank may not be used on any stream except St. 
Mary’s, St. Clair, and Detroit rivers before May 
15 or after August 31 of each year.

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A & M Lock and Key Has 10 Years of Growth

To most people “placing 
the house under lock and 
key" is simply a good secu- 
rity measure but to Art and 
Marion Tessin it is a life’s 
work, 

A&M Lock and Key all be- 
gan because Art held a posi- 
tion that had him on the read 
for much of the time when he 


“wanted to spend more time 


at home. He found an ad that 
told of a correspondence 
course in locksmithmg and 


decided to investigate it. 


Tessin said that it was a 
very complete course mn 
which the educational organ- 
ization out of Kansas City, 
Missouri, not only sent writ- 
ten instructions but also 
locks to use in practice. For 
a short time, Tessin held on 
to his road job and did some 
part time tocksmithing for 
apartments in the Clawson 
area where the couple re- 
sided. 

Finally they decided to 
look for a place in the north 


country where lock, keys, 
and safe work could be prac- 


_ticed full time. The Tessins 


settled on Grayling and 
opened the business in their 
home on Jones Lake Koad in 
1978. They moved to Cedar 
Street in 1980 and operated 
the business there until 
August of that year when 
they moved into the present 
Michigan Avenue location. 
Art remembers it well be- 
cause it was his birthday and 
proved to be one of his finest 
presents, he explained. 

To prove the point, Tessin 
said that they immediately 
doubled their business by the 
main street exposure. Since 
then, he said there has been 
a steady growth every year 
from 10 to 20 percent, 

Soon after the discussion 
began about his business, 
Tessin cleared up the mis- 
impression that many peapie 
have about the business 
being restricted to making 
keys, entering locked cars 
and changing locks.

pointed oul that industrial 
plants have safety devices 
that demand locks for every 
person using a_ particular 
machine. Many landlords 
change locks or keys every 
time a lenant maves, he said 
and businesses change the 
keying frequently to avoid 
the threat of third parties ob- 
taining copies from em- 
ployee Joss or carelessness. 

A major source of business 
is of course Keys that are lost 
which fit a boal, recreational 
vehicle, snowmobile, air- 
plane or motorcycle, Tessin 
pointed aut. On top of that, 
new lock systems for such 
structures as the Middle 
School or a new operaion in 
an existing plant such as the 
one Weyerhaeuser has pur- 
chased on North Down River 
Road add to the varied types 
of jobs undertaken by A&M, 
he said. 

“Fhe safe business is still 
another aspect of the work 
we do”, Tessin said. ‘Of 
course it does not pay to at- 
tempt stocking mainly 
models”, he explained, ‘but 
we work on the existing ones 
and order new ones from the 
manufacturer.’’ Safe locks 
do need to be cleaned once in 
a while so that they work

where locksmiths are need- 
ed by explaining that land- 
lords may be Hable for any 
thefts resulting from not 
changing keys when a tenant 
moves. He pointed out that if 
the wrong person obts:ns a 
key to the home or apart- 
ment it is the landlord’s 
fault. 

The safety practices of 
Weyerbacuser were used by 
Tessin to paint out another 
heavy use of their services. 
He noted that they use a de- 
vice to lock out the power to 
any piece of equipment that 
is being serviced. A clip with 
numerous holes is hooked 
onto the power switch of the 
machine. Each of the per- 
sons who uses the machine 
places their lock in one of the 
holes. Every lock must be re- 
moved before the power can 
be restored to the machine 
because-each of them serves 
the function of holding the 
clip closed. Thus, Tessin 
said, there is a major safety 
factor. Keys for many of the 
locks must be keyed alike, he 
explained. 


Tessin said that if a key to 
a lock is lost, there is usually 
two or three screws that hold 
the lock in place. If those 
screws are removed the en- 
tire lock can be brought in 
for a replacement key to be 
made. He said that there is 
no automated system = to 
make new Keys when the old 
ones are lost. He must sim- 
ply look at the tumblers in- 
side the lock and hand file a 
key to fit the depth of each 
tumbler. It is an experimen- 


tal job with a good deal of ex-: 


perience thrown in, he com- 
mented. 

Most people are under the 
impression that if a lock does 
not work, the answer is to go 
to the hardware and buy a 
new lock, Tessin said. 


Actually a locksSet such as 
the front door might have 
only needed a new part, he 
noted. More often than not a 
part can fe obtained for a 
fraction of the cost of a new 
lock. He said thal his shop 
has in stock many of the 
partsforlocks. ~ 

Of course the same thing is 
true of rekeying locks, Tes- 
sin said. When a_ tenant 
moves or a store wishes to be 
more certain of security, all 
that is necessary is to 
change the tumblers which 
then provides the new key at 
a fraction of the cost of new 
locks. 

Tessin estimates that the 
shop carries over 1,000 dif- 
ferent key blanks with a total 
number of blanks numbering 
about 10,000. , 

One of the first tasks Tes- 
sin was called upon to do af- 
ter he opened the business 
was to respond toa call from 
officials of what was then 
Northern National Bank. He 
said that the caller explained 
that their lock was broken 
and they wanted to obtain 
entry at about 6 a.m. He 
commented that it was 
rather unusual for someone 
from a bank to call at that 
hour of the morning so he 
called the police to go along 
with him just to be certain it 
was a bank official and not 
someone who could rob the 
place. 

Often Tessin said he is 
called upon to open a safe 
that has been lodged “‘in 
Grandpa’s barn” for all of 
these years. Seldom du they’ 
contain anything really valu- 
able although on one occa- 
sion the safe was filled with 
gold jewelry. He called the 
owner immediately and ask- 
ed him to remove the con- 
tents. ;
